select, a deed of conveyauce and assign- 
ment of all and singular the estate, 
goods, moneys, evidences of debt and 
property of every description, real and 
persona, in possession and in action, 
belonging to this bank, reserving what 
may be necessarv to pay officers’ sala- 
ries, incid: ntal expenses and attorneys’ 
fees, up to tne completion of said as- 
egnment in trust for the paym:nt ol 
all the indebtednessyand obilgatuns of 
said bank, without @y distinction, ex- 
cept as is provided by law.” 

7. On the same day the directors met 
and ordered the assignment to be made 
as soon as deemed advisable. 

8. The assignment was made Thurs- 
dav, January 4, 1866, by the president 
and cashier,,with the corporate seal 
atiixed, to William T. Gould, with no 
ocher preferences than igor may be 
autnorized by jaw, and with rigged 
to sellin such manner as the trustee 
may d.em must for the interest of said 
trust. 

9. A notice was published December 
21, 1865, signed by twenty-one of the 
stockholders, being the owners of over 
two hundred shares, notifying the 
stockholders tofassemble in general 
meeting February 20, 1866, to consider 
the propriety of surrendering their 
charter and attending to any other 
matter touchiog the interest of said 
bauk. 

‘10. The stockholders met in conven- 
tion on February 20, 1866; they ratified
